CURRENT SITUATION

Earlier today, SoCalGas crews notified on site fire department officials about an active flame,
approximately 4' x 4' in the soil, on the Aliso Canyon natural gas storage facility. SoCalGas assessments
so far have shown no indications of damage to the company’s active natural gas infrastructure. There
have been no indications of a methane leak that borders the community. The small fire does not pose
a risk to public safety and there are no impacts to SoCalGas operations at the facility. SoCalGas, Fire
Departments and Public Health are investigating. Further questions can be directed to SoCalGas and
Public Health.

Current

Situation:

The cause of the Saddle Ridge Fire remains undetermined. The area of origin has been identified by
LAFD Arson Investigators as a 50' x 70' area beneath a high voltage transmission tower. There is no
evidence of a homeless encampment in the immediate area. In addition to LAFD personnel, there are
investigators from Southern California Edison and private insurance companies at the site.
Investigators continue to work around the clock in steep terrain, thoroughly examining all aspects of
the scene in an attempt to determine a cause.

Firefighters continued to take advantage of lower wind speeds, increasing humidity and decreased
temperatures. This weather greatly enhanced firefighters’ ability to mop up remaining hot spots.
Tactical patrols will continue throughout the night to ensure containment lines remain static and
smoldering debris remains isolated from unburned vegetation.
